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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response filed on 6/30/2003, is made of record. 
Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7,12,13,51,55-58,98,102 and 1 19-134 are now pending. In view 
of applicants' response the following apply. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1,2,4,6,7,12,13,51,55-58,98,102 and 119-134 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Following 
reasons apply. Any claim not specifically rejected is rejected as being dependent on the 
same scope of a rejected claim. 

1. Recitation of "optionally substituted carbonyl" in claim 1 renders the claim 
indefinite, as it is not clear what is intended. Note a carbonyl group is a divalent 
group and hence the phrase optionally substituted is unclear. 

2. Claim 1 recites "including" which implies more than what is being positively 
recited therein. An appropriate correction is needed. Also Markush recitation of 
mixture should be in alternate form. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7,12,13,51,55-58,98,102 and 119-134 would be allowable if 
rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, set forth in this Office action. Said claims would be allowed since specific 
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species, composition and method of use embraced in these claims are not taught 
suggested by the art of record or from a search in the relevant art area.
